ANNUAL VESTRY ETI 
OF ST. LUKE'S CHURCH 


Phe annual vestry:meeting of St. 
Luke’s Church was held on Monday 
evening last in the church. There 
was a fair attendance of members. 

The rector in his report first drew 
attention to the increasing member- 
ship in the church. He stated that 
‘there had been twenty-seven Baptisms 
in the past year. 

In referring to the church wardens, 
he said perhaps the majority of the 
congregation scarcely realize how im- 
portant a factor in tho well being of 
a local church the People’s Warden 
is. On his ability and industry in 
‘keeping a careful record of the funds ! 
much depends. In E. Wilton we have. 
an admirable example of one who 
skillfully and faithfully fulfils this 


limportant duty. Moreover, this is 
iby no means the full extent of his 
‘labors and, without inferring any 


slight on the vestrymen, 1 think a 
more proportionate ‘division among 
ther of the duties in connection 
with tho church would be beneficial 
to all. J. A. Carswell, as Rector’s 
Warden, still finds it possible to ,be

COUNTRY? LET ME TELL 
YQU. 
I was a music teacher in 


England. I. left the old home 
five years ago. I landed in New 
York. with my wife and three 
young children, .one daughter 


straight for Red Deer, where 
we lived in the town for about 
six months, doing anything I 
could find to, do.

We started to put 
the homestead duties in and of 
course we had our ups and 
downs, finding . the difference be- 
tween farming and rusic teach- 
ing great. “I:Avould be expected 
to make mistakes, ior which we 
had to Pay but [I expected 
that. 4 

About two Avears after going 
on the farm I’had the misfor- 
tune to wse my wife, which was 
a sad loss to both myself and 
farrily, but we stuck together, 
and T am thanékful we did, for 
today we have 160 acres of the 
finest mixed-farmirg land that 
can be found’only in the Red 
Deer district. 

We are milking 17 good milk 
cows, the returns of which is 
$2(0 per month; that is what 
makes the farmer independent. 
We also have the increase of our 
seventeen head of cattle, which 
when all together, is no small 
herd. We .also have a nice 
bunch of horses, and horses are 
like cows, they represent cash. 
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We have a nice lot of hogs, 
which we feed with the skim 
milk. That is clear profit. 
We also ‘have a fine lot of 
chickens and turkeys and other 
fowls which grow fat on the 
skim milk. 


As for ourselves, we have a 
splendid home, and we are not 
complaining. 

What do we owe on all this? 

* Not one dollar; and I might 

* say that I have a nice little 

* piece of property in the town 

* of Red Deer and a dollar or 

© two in the bank. 

What do I supose all this farm 
and stock’ 1s worth? 

Well, our 160 acres could not 
be bought for $35.00 per acre; 
and at the price of horses, 
cows, hogs and poultry, you 
can draw your own conclusion. 
How do we account for these 
advantageous conditions? 

Why this Red Deer district is 
the best district for mixed 
farming out of deors in this 
western country. The Govern- 
ment has provided ws with 
creameries. Why, do you iow 
that we have 13 creameries in 
this Red Deer district. You 
see there is no part of it that 
you can go to that you will be 
very far from one. 

Do we grow any grain in the Red 
Deer District? 

Yes, all kinds of grain. AlI- 
though on our farm we do not 
seed wheat to any extent, as 
it pays us better to grow 
Coarse grains, such as _ oats, 
barley, rye, cte., as the straw 
is better for our stock, and the 
very large yield makes it a very 
profitable crop.

‘WHAT REO -DEER’S POPULATION WAS 


LIKE THREE MILLION YEARS AGD 


Important Fossils in River Bank 


The Victoria Memorial Museum at 
Ottawa, from an important fossil 
discovery made the past summer in 
the Red Deer region, a newly-opened 
fossil field, has come into possession 


of a very perfect skeleton af the 
wonlerful deucé-hill Dinosaur or 
Trachodon. The Red Deer River, by 


cutting through the prairie land, has 


‘formed a canyon two to five hundred 


feet deep, and nearly more than a 
mile wide at the top. This canyon, 
for huadreds of miles, has now been 
determined to be a marvellous hunt- 
ing ground for sancient reptiles’ re- 
mains of the Cretaceous period. On 
account of the heavy rainfall and 
frequent sliding of banks, the fossil 
skeletons and Dinosaur bones are ex- 
posed to view. 

It was here, cropping out from the 


‘banks, that Mr. Chas. H. Bternberg 


discovered and excavated the bones 
of the great Dinosaur, the duck-bill, 
the past summer. 

Trachodons lived near the chose of 
the Age of Reptiles in the Upper 
Cretaceous, and had a_ wide geo- 
graphical distribution, their remains 
having been found more commonly in 
Wyoming, Montana and the Dakotas. 
A suggestion of the great antiquity 
of these specimens is given by the 
fact that since the animals died lay- 
ers of rock aggregating many thous- 
and feet in vertical thickness have 
been slowly deposited along the 
Atlantic coast. It will be seen that 
the Trachodon was shaped somewhat 
like a kangaroo, with short — fore 
legs, long hind legs and a long tail. 
The fore limbs are reduced indeed to 
about one-sixth the size of the hind 
limbs, and judging from the size and 
shape of the foot bones, the front 
legs could not have borin: much 
weight. They were probably used in 
supporting the anterior portion of 
the body when the creature was feed- 
ing, and in aiding it to reeover an 
upright: position. There are four toes 
on the front foot, but the thumb is 
greatly reduced, and the fifth digit, 
or little finger, is absest. 

The hind legs are massive, and 
have three well-developed toes, end- 
ing broad hoofs. The pelvis is light- 
ly constructed, with bones elongated 
like those ofbirds. The long, deep 
compressed tail was particularly well 


_ adapted for locomotion in the water. 


It may also have served to: balance 
the creature when standing erect on 
shore. Trachodons are thought to 
have been expert swimmers. These 
remarkable herbivorous Dinosaurs be- 
longed to the closing period of the 
Age of Reptiles. During the Upper 
Cretaceous Period, according to geo-

logical reckoninz, about three mil- 
lions of years ago, these huge 
kangaroo-shaped, water-inhabit ing 
creatures were very abundant — in 
western North America and the pres- 
ent Red Deer region of Canada. They 
were from. fifteen to sixteen feet or 
more inheight, and measured some 
thirty feet in Icngth. From the 
slight thickness of their skin it is in- 
ferred) with great probability that 
their life was spent for the most part 
in the water. This theory is further 
strengthened by the fact that the 
diminutive fore limb terminates, not 
in claws or hoofs,,but in a broad 
extension of the skin, reaching beyond 
the fingers in a marginal web, which 
connects all the fingers with cach 
other, forming a kind of paddle. The 
new restoration of the Trachodon 
was under the direeticn of Prof, Os- 
born, of the Museum of | Natural 
History, N.Y. This strikingly 
shows the life appearance and the 
two characteristic attitudes com- 
monly assumed taken by — these 
creatures, and especially brings out 
the short, dangling front legs, now 
known to have been fore-paddles, The 
fact that the lower side of the fore 
limb is as delicate as its epidermal 
structure as the upper — certainly 
tends to support tne theory of the 
swimming rather than the walking or 
terrestrial use of this fore-paddle. 


In the restoration one of — the 
Trachodons i pictured in the eon- 
ventional bipedal or standing — pos- 
ture, while the other is shown in a 
squad upedal or walking position, sus- 
taining or halancigg the fore part. of 
the body on a muddy surface with its 
fore feet. In the distant water a 
number of the animals are seen dis- 
porting themselves. The ftaws of the 
large head were provided with a mar- 
vellous grinding apparatus, composed 
of more than two thousand separate 
teeth, the most highly specialized 
known. The elaborate dental appar- 
atus is such as to show elearly chat 
Trachodons were strictly herbivorous 
creatures. The mouth was expanded 
to form a broad bill like that of a 
duck, which during life, was covered 
with a horny sheath, as inbirds and 
turtles. The long, powerful, and 
compressed tail was used principally 
as an organ for swimming, acting as 
a propcllor, and also served to bal- 
ance the body wher the animal as- 
sumed a standing posture.

Now a private company, although it 
is composed of farmers, comes for- 
ward and asks the province to guar- 
antee them against loss. ~ We are in- 
formed there are 14,000 farmers in 
the company,. almost enough to build 
elevators. one would think, without 
help. The plan may work alright, 
but it don’t look very sound to us. 
It would oe just as reasonable for 
the government to guarantee the 


. bonds of a number of manufacturing 
Concerns to open up in Alberta.

would certainly be a great help to 
the towns and to the surrounding 
farm lands. Would the farmers of 
Alberta stand for the government 
doing such a thing? 

We understand the United Farmers 
of Alberta will favor the government 
guaranteeing the bonds of the Grain 
Company, and they (the govern- 
ment) will thereby gain favor with 
the farmers who, many of them, 
have had up to this time no use for 
the Cross and Marshall combination 
in the Sifton cabinet.

NOT HIRING MERCENARIES. 

The Vancouver News-Advertiser 
runs a lance very deftly through the 
Laurierite objections to the Borden

They do} 
what the taxpayer of England, Ire- 
land and Scotland is doing.( They 
are not hiring mercenaries to per- 
form the duties that Canadians ought 
to perform any more,than the forty 
million British people at home are 
hiring rrercenaries. 

“Certainly .Caiadians are not do- 
ing this under the Borden measure 
more than they are under the Laur- 
fer Act, when they bought two old 
British ships and manned them with 
yecrnits from the Mother Country.’ | 
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VIEALTHY WESTERN FARMERS. 


A statement recently made that 
30 western farmers had retired in 
one town with fortunes varying from 
$75,000 to $250,000 each, is causi+y 
some comment in various magazines. 
It is only fair to Western Canada to 
state that not many if even a few 
farmers have become independently 
wealthy from purtly farming opera- 
tions. The wealth has come either 
from the increase in the value of 
farm lands due to the country’s de- 
velopment, or from moneys invested 
in real estate in growing towns and 
cities where values have increased at 
an almost incredible rate, says the 
University of Alberta Press Bulletin. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
value of farm lands in the west is 
bound up in the progress’ of the 
country. A large manufactory start- 
ing in a town is worth thousands o 
dollars to farmers owning land in 
the district. Therefore, the farmiag 
class should not allow themselves to 
become embittered against manufac- 
turers. They, the manufacturers and 
farmers, must work together for the 
good of the country, and then every 
farmer in the neighborhood will be 
come rich through increase in values, 
if nothing else. Farm lands will nev- 
er increase to any very appreciable 
extent until towns or villages spring 
up in the neighborhood. Alberta is 
a big province, rich in resources, and 
farmers should boost for manufac- 
turies in the west as vigorously as 
town people. There is money in it 
for everybody.

the Imperial navy which is their sole 
guarantee of security. 

The member for Red Deer could 
have made no nore effective argu- 
ment against the naval policy of his 
leader if he had set himself about 
that duty. 


The Dominion Government is going 
into the question of poor coal, claim- 
ing people are compelled to pay too 
high a price for poor stuff.

Threngh 
the kindness of Mrs. McCreight, who 
rented to the College her fine resi- 
dence on Douglas Street, this was 
possible, and here the- opening exer- 
cises took place Wednesday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. President Keith pre- 
sided, and opened the proceedings 
wi h devotional exercises, reading of 
scripture and prayer. 

He then addressed a few well 
chosen words to those present—stud. 
ents, teachers and friends—outlining 
bri fly the general policy of the 
school, in which he laid emphasis son 
its Christian though non-sectarian 
character. He also spoke of his der 
sire that the education of the stud- 
ents should be marked by a_ whole- 
some common sense. 

Rev. W. G. Brown also spoke. Mr. 
Brown has been, in a sense, the 
father of the college. He advocated 
it on the floor of Presbytery and 
Synod. He has been with the pro- 
ject, heart and soul, since its incep- 
tion. His feeling was one of 
thanksgiving that at last our hopes 
were being realized. He spoke wise 
words to the students. 

Rev. Robert Pearson followed, as 
also did Rev. Mr. Moore, both . ex- 
pressing their pleasure at  sceing 
such an institution established in the 
Province, and expressing best. wishes 
for students, teachers and officers of 
the College, and their confidence 
that it would be one of the great 
institutions in the days to come.

Brooks, Jan. 10—When it will 
cost a total of three thousand dol- 
lars to take the petrified eemains of 
one sauraupholus from the Red Deer 
river bed north of Brooks to New 
York and set it up in the museum of 
natural history there, it can be seen 
that the total value of the remain 
of pre-historic ages which Barnum 
Brown is uncovering will amount to 
a considerable sum of money. This 
sauraupholus is a new one in the 
biological world and was named by 
Mr. Brown. Its name means liter. 
ally, crested lizard, and it is the first 
specimen to be found in the world.

In talking of these 
ridiculous Utopias (for if he quoted 
them correctly they were ridiculous) 
he took great pains to impress on 
the audience that they were identical 
with Socialism, and pointed out that 
under these Socialistic systerrss everyr 
thing would be owned in common, 
for instance, as he pointed out, a 
boy couldn’t own a red sweater pri- 
vately, but had to share it with all 
the other boys. What nonsense! At 
the conclusion of his remarkable ad- 
dress, he made an cloquent plea for 
the perpetuation af the present indi- 
divualistic, competitive, money-grab- 
bing system. ~~ 

He also insinuated that under 
Sociatism everybody would be bo wds- 
men or slaves of the state. I sup- 
pose the Professor knew whereof: he 
spoke, and no doubt considers him- 
self a poor miserable wretch, since 
he is employed by a ‘Socialized 
Institution.’’ 

Socialism.is not a utopia, scheme 
or theory, but a science of society. 
By the study ‘of ths science we are 
able to determine how the people of 
past and present society obtain their 
living. After having learned that, 
we are able to determine what form 
of society is necessary for the benefit 
of the human race. 


Inspector of schools, Mr. Boyce, 
said after the lecture, before ad- 
journing, that he regretted more 


Socialists didn‘t attend, as 4 lecture 
of that kind ought to interest them. 
For the information of Mr. Boyce, 
let me say that the Socialists are 
not interested in such ‘'Piffle.”” I do 
not deny the right of Prof. Broadus, 
as an individual, to be opposed to 
Socialism if he has studied the clas- 
sic literature of Socialism. If he has 
not, then he is ignorant of what he 
speaks, and does not agree with it. 
If he has studied them then he knows 
that he was guilty of wilful decep- | 
tion. I, wish to inform the Profes- 
sor that the Socialists here have 
challenged tl meet anybody, includ- 
ing Professors, in open debate at 
any time. 

It was evident to everybody pres- 
ent that the object of the lecture 
was to ridicule Socialism and to 
prejudice people against it. It 
seems that it has become the duty 
of the schools to oppose progress 
and to instil the spirit of militarism 
in the minds of the children. 

Socialism is 9 world movement, 
and has always met with the oppos- 
ition of the ruling powers and it is 
bery probable that the powers that 
be in Edmonton have heard the echoj 
of those 900,000 Socialist votes in 
the States. and possibly they have 
felt that the workers and farmers of 
Alberta are beginning to think con- 
trary to what they have been told, 
and therefore the powers that be 
thought it was time to put their 
machinery in motion, and possibly 
Prof. Broadus is just the first spark 
flying. Now, seriously, if the Uni- 
versity is to be used fer political 
purposes, is it not time for the peo- 
ple to tnke notice?

The Figures Tell The Story 


i 
The year 1913 opens for Canada 
under the most auspicious circum- 
stances. There is little over which 
to lament and much over which to 
rejoice. As far as the general affairs 
of the country are concerned, the 
people of the Dominion are to be 
congratulated. The prophecies of 
pessimists have been nullified by the 
progress, buoyancy and success of 
all Canadian interests during the 
past year. Figures at hand show 
that the advance which has taken 
place during the last eight months 
have been the greatest since Con- 
federation. 


DEBT REDUCTION. 


While figures up to December 31 
are not yet prepared, those dealing 
with the affairs of the country up| 
to November 30, 1912, give strong 
evidence of prosperity. The total net 
debt of Canada up to November 30, 
1912, was $307,511,511.52, as com- 
pared with $315,436,632.33 for the 
same period last year. This shows a 
decrease of nearly eight millions in 
the national debt notwithstanding 
the extensions of the public service 
and the money expended on the dif- 
ferent needs of a growing country. 

The revenues of the country during 
the past yearhave also shown a 
great increase over those of the pre- 
vious period. 


RAILWAY DEVELOPMEYT. 


The advance made in railway de- 
veloprent has been phenomenal. The 
end of the year witnessed the bring- 
ing into operation of the second 
Canadian-owned railway able to 
deal with the western grain prob- 
lem. The last mile of steel was 
laid between Winnipeg and Cochrane 
on the National Transcontinental 
Railway, and this section is now 
doing its share in the transportation 
of western grain. The National 
Transcoitinental is now being oper- 
ated upon from Moncton to Edmon- 
ton, from Quebee to a point one 
hundted and fiftymiles west, from 
Cochrane one hundred .and fifty miles 
east, and from Cochrane to Winni- 
peg. Thus the end of the year 
shows the Minister of Railways and 
Canals producing results in dealing 
with the vital transportation prob- 
lems of the country. 


CANADA’S NEW CITIZENS. 


The immigration for the past year 
shows an increase of thirteen per 
cent. over that of the previous year. 
This immigration is of. the best 
quality, and the agricultural labor 
received from the other side is of 
the best quality ever received in the 
western country. The efforts of 
the Immigration Department are be- 
ing extended in the United States, 
the United Kingdom, and in the 
northern parts of Europe. The Im- 
migration Department has now 
twenty-one officers in the United 
States advertising the advantages of 
Canada. The total immigration for 
the past year was no less than 40},- 
000. 


AIDS TO AGRICULTURE. 
Agricultural conditions are of the 
brightest, and it is understood that 
when the estimates are brought 
down that there will be large 
amounts laid aside for agricultural 
development. Mr. C. C. James, who 
was appointed special commissioner 
by the Minister of Agriculture to in- 
quire into and report on agricul- 
ture, has sent in his report, and it 
is held that as a result of his work 
more progressive ideas will be in- 
corporated in the general work of 
africulture.

Will Liberals Abandon 
Fight On Dreadnought 
Proposal 


Much interest attches to the 
course which the Opposition will 
adopt in regard to the Government's 
naval contribution proposal when 
the House resumes after the  holi- 
day. The Liberals went back to their 
constituenzies to sound their sup- 
porters as to how far the obstruc- 
tion of the Government proposal 
would be supported in the country. 
The answer has been an unpleasant 
one for the little group of ex-Min- 
isters who prevented Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier from taking a patriotic stand 
on the naval question. The answer 
is that obstruction will not be tol- 
erated in the country, and that to 
continue opposition in the House 
would be an evidence of the mad- 
ness that goes before destruction. 
There are evidences in plenty that 
the Liberal leaders have been served 
with notice to leave the Dreadnought 
alone if there is to be any future at 
all for the Liberal party. It re 
mains to be seen whether or not 
this notice will be heeded. If the ex- 
Ministers who are without seats in 
the House, and who consequnently 
have the least to lose, have their 
way, it will probably not be heeded. 


Alberta Women’s Institute 


Red Deer Branch Addressed by Mrs. 
Muldrew. 


The Red Deer branch of the 
Women’s institute of Alberta held its 
first meeting of this year Saturday, 
January 4th, at' the home of Mrs. 
G. W. Greene. Mrs. Lees, the Presi- 
dent, conducted the meeting, a spec- 
ial feature of which was an address 
‘by Mrs. Muldrew, Lady Principal of 
the Alberta Ladies’ College. Over 
two dozen ladies were presenta Mrs. 
Muldrew is aninteresting speaker, and 
gave a history of the society, Its 
motto, which is ‘For Home and 
Country,”’ indicates its scope and 
purpose. Some sixteen years ago, 
said the speaker, afew women in 
Stoney Creck near Hamilton (a spot 
famous in Canadian history), met 
together and organized for their 
common interests. These women 
saw and realized the many advan- 
tages gained by the farmers through 
their institutes; how through organi- 
zation and united effort they had 
secured government assistance in the 
way of high grade seed, expert ad- 
vice connected with growing and 
harvesting of crops, and improved 
market conditions due to co-opera- 
tion. While this was of very material 
benefit, it did not however reach the 
workiig and living condition — of 
family life. It was left to women 
to demonstrate the value of the 
home in successful farming, as in 
every other department of life. As 
the home is the unit, national great- 
ness depends upon the home  foun- 
dation, and nomental force from the 
outside can ever take its place. There 
was no thought in the minds of this 
small band to promote a general or- 
ganization such as exists today. 
They, however, laid a better and 
broader foundation than they antici- 
pated. The Institute is primarily 
educative, and wherever it has been 
organized and conducted that com- 
munity has been richer and better 
for its service. It is commonly as- 
rerted that women are gossips ; per- 
haps they are, but there are others, 
and after all gossip is but an evi- 
dence of the lack of a worthy 
theme. Given a worthy subject, gos- 
sip disappears, even among women. 
Why is, and should the Institute be 
of interest to women? Now every 
woman that has any amfsition, aspir- 
ation or hope, has an interest in 
everything that pertains to home and 
country, hence the intense interest 
that has been manifested at these 
meetings when home topics are dis- 
cussed. The Institute work. touches 
closely the home economic movement 
that has recently claimed the inter- 
est of many Home Economics. Home 
Economies tries to establish itself 
on several grounds, chief of which is 
that homemaking should be regarded 
as a profession, and that the home- 
maker should be alive to that fact. 
In the intsoduction of this worh into 
colleges, it is not so much the teach- 
ing of subjects pertaining to the 
home that is desired, but to give a 
new view to that subject. The reas- 
on why work should be done in a 
certaim way is very important, and 
teachers try to interest the students 
that they may desire to know the 
reason for each detajl in the various 
activities of the home. The course 
in home economics is taken up 
extraneously by the Women’s Insti- 
tute. So far it is not given any defi- 
nite outline, but may be suited to 
the needs of the homes. It also 
seeks to inquire into the larger oome 


life, the community. The community 


and the home are so vitally allied 
that interest in the home must really 
suppose interest in the community. 
In the country each farmer has his 
own well, cows, kitchen and lamps, 
but ina town there is the water 
plant, the lighting plant, the dairy 
the restaurant, etc., and any or all 
of these may be a part of the daily 
life. With them women should be 
conversant, as well as men, and 
should understand their method of 
Operation. The Institute’s work is 
to gather all information and, unit- 
ing forces with the civil authoritivs, 
work for the good of home and com- 
munity. 

All work becomes ineffectual unless 
done with a purpose, and to accom- 
plish results attention must be given

Sir Edmund Walker Says 
Mixed Farming Will 


Be Encouraged. 


Toronto, January 8.—Sir Edmund 
Walker said today that the new bank 
act will have great influence in en- 
couraging farmers to diversify their 
crops. ; 

“There has been complaint for a 
lony time,” he said, ‘‘that agricul- 
turists are making the mistake of 
conffning their operations to the 
raising of grain—wheat in particular. 


‘If the season is .had for grain, every- 


body loses and the gen2ral 
ity of the country sulers. 

“Farmers have been urged to take 
up cattle raising and the usual ex- 
cuse has been that they have had no 
capital to enable them to wait two 
or three years for returns. Under 
th: aet recently introduced banks are 
authorized to loan upon cattle, as 
well as grain, and when it becomes 
law, any man with a good repu 
tution should be able to borrow 
moncy upon his herds and pay it 
back when they are sold. 

HELP CATTLE BUSINESS. 

“The effect undoubtedly will be a 
great increase in the cattle reising 
industry of the west.
